12.000 men killed: 

L^ndon, May 27 — The Japan 
eee Legation lias reeaiveti the fol 
lowing official diepatob from To. 
kio: 

"Kin Chow and the heights in 
its vioinity liave been taken and 
our troop« are pushing the Kus 
aiana towaida Port Arthar." 

Tokio, May 27 - After Hva boars 
daaparate lighting the Japanese 
oapturad Kin Goou yesterday eve- 
ning. Nan Qaan Liog, a .strong- 
Hold of tha anamy, waa taken la- 
tar, after a nut ilglit. An artillery 
duel still continues. A Kussian 
gunboat bombarded ^tbe Japaneee 
l«fl Ifamk tnm Talimi Wan Bay, 
while the Japaneaa warahips work 
ad with tha aruijr from Kin Ohou 
Bay. 

Thn Japaanat tioopa hara awapt 
tha Rnaaiana from all tbeir defen- 
ces west of Talieu Wan bay. It 
is now impiobable that the latter 
will be capable of forming any 
othar aariona raaiatanaa in tha 
tarritory north of Port Arthur, 

Vice Admiral Toajo has now es 
tabliahad a complete blockade 
aroand tha 8ontham and of tha 
LfaM Tnag pnaiBMiln. Thia oom. 
pletely envelope Port Arthar from 
the eastward and probably marks 
the opaning of the tirst invest- 
man! of th« town imI ita forUfioa. 
iions. 

Washington. May 27.— The fol- 
lowing oablagram has been recei- 
Tad at tha Japnnaaa Legation:
